Now. Therefore, in exercise of the powers ccmferred by Section 5 <rf:the said Act, the Central Government hc^ 
makes the following rules further to amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937, namely: > 


!♦ Short title, extent and application,—(1) These rules m^ be called the Aircraft (Carriage of DangeiousGoods) 

Rules, 2003. 


(2) They extend to whole of India and apply al^ - 


(a) to aircraft registered in India or aircraft operatcd,by an cqierator who has Iris principal place of business or 
permanent place of residence in India, wherever they may be; 

(b) to all aircraft for the time being inorov^r India; and 

(c) to persons operating air transport services to, from, within and over India, shippers of dangerous goods or 
^ their agents. 

(3) They shall come into force on the oate of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

Deftnitions and interpretation,—In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context— 

(1) “aerodrome” means any definite or limited ground or water area intoidcd to be used, cither whodly or in part, 
for the landing or departure of aircraft, and includes all buildings, sheds, vessels, piers and other structures 
thereon or appertaining thereto: 

(2) “aircraft” means any machine which can derive support in the atmosphere from reactions of the air other 
than reactions of the air against the earth’s surface and includes balloons whethCT fixed or free, airships, 
kites, gliders and flying machines: 

0) cargo aircraft means any aircraft, other than a passenger aircraft, which is carrying g^xids or property; 

(4) “crew member” means a person assigned by an operator to duty on an aircraft during a flight duty period; 

(5) “dangerous, goods” means articles or substances which are cqiable of posing a risk to health, safoty,^ 
property or the environment and which are listed as such in the Techmeal Instructioos or wfaich^re classified 
according to the Techmeal Instructions, and also includes arms, military stores, imfriements of war anti 
munitions of war: 

(6) dangerous goods accident means an occurrence associated with and related to tiie tran^xxt of dangerous 
goods by air which results in fatal or serious injury to a person or major property damage: 

(7) “dangerous goods incident” means an occurrence, other than a dangerous goods accident, associated with 
and related to the transport of dangerous goods by air, not necessarily occurring on bo^ an aircraft, which 
results in injury to a pason, damage to property, fire, breakage, spilla^, leakage of fluid or radiation or other 
evidence that the u^gnty of the packaging has not beeh maintained mid also includes any occurrence 
relating to the transport of dangerous goods whi^ seriously jeopardizes the aircraft dr its occupants; 

(8) “Director-GeneraT’means Director General of Civil Aviation; 

(9) “flight crew member” means a licensed crew member charged with duties essential to the operation of an 
aircraft during a flight duty period: 
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(10) “operator” means a person, organisation or ent€^hK engaged in or offeri ng to oigage in an airoaft 
operation; 

(11) “overpack” means an enclosure used by a single shiiq}er to contain one or more packages and to form one 
handling unit for convenience of handling and stowsige; 

(12) “package” means the complete product of the packing (^je^icm conasting oi the packaging and its 
contents prepared for transport; 

(13) “packaging” means receptacles and any other compcnieots nateriak neonsa^ fiv the neoeptade to 

perform its conainmenthmction; >> 

(14) “passenger aircraft” means an aircraft that cam^t^pNsimt^ier than a crew menhei; an <9aator*s 
employee in an official capacity, an authorized cqnssentative of an appropriate natmnd axithcffity a 
person accompanying a consignment or other ca^; 

(15) “pilot-in-command” means the pilot designated % (qiarator, br in dte case oi general aviation the 

owner, as being in command and charg^ with the cb^hict of a fli^; 

(16) “serious injury” means an injury which is sustainedty a person iis an accident and ^ch; 

(a) requires hospitalization for more than 48 hours, commmdng within seven d^s &om the date the 

injury was received; or ' 

(b) results in a fracture of any bone (except siniple fractores ttfiOngures, toes or iK>se); or 

(c) involves lacerations which cause severe haemorrhage, nerve^ muscle or tendon damage; or 

(d) involves injury to any internal organ; or 

(e) involves second or third degree bums, or smy bums Meeting more than five p^ ooit of the body 

surface; or 

(f) involves verified exposure to infectious substances or injurious radiation; 

(17) “ State of the operator” means the State in which the operator’s principal place of buriness is located Or, if 
there is no such place of business, the operator’s^rmaiient pl^ of residence; 

(18) “Technical instmetions” means the Technical instmetions foe Uk Safe Transpe^ of Dangerous Goods by 
Air issued by the International Civil Aviation Organisation; 

(19) “UN number” means the four-di^it number assigned by the United Nations Committee of Eiqierts on the 
Transport of Dangerous Goods to identify a sub^ance or a particular group of substances; 

(20) “Unit load device” means any type of freight container, aircraft container or aircraft pallet with a net, but 
excluding an overpack, designed for loading on an aircraft. 

3. Carriage of dangerous goods by air —(1) Save as otherwise provided in these rules, no person shall carry or cause 

or permit to be carried in any aircraft to, from, within or over India or deliver or cause to be delivered for loading on such 
aircraft any dangerous goods, except in accordance with and sub|ect to the toms ^ conditions of a permission in writing 
granted by the Central Government. ' 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in Sub-mle (1), the following classes of dangerous goods may, subject 
to the provisions of Sub-mle (3), be carried in any aircraft,' namely: 

(a) articles and substances which are required to be sdxiard the aircraft in accordance with the pertinent 

airworthiness requirements and operating regul^ons or that are authorized by the State ofthe operater to 
meet special requirements; ' 

(b) such goods as are required for the propulsion of the means (^ transport or the operation of its specialized 
equipment during transport (e g. refrigeration units) or those tl^t are required m accordance with the 
operating regulations (e.g. fire extinguishers). 

(c) aerosols, alcoholic beverages, perfumes, colognes, safety matches and liquefied gas lighters carri^ aboard 
a passenger aircraft by the operator for use or sale on the aircraft during the flight or series of flights, but 
excluding non-refiilabie gas lighters and those lighters liable to leak when exposed to reduced pressure; 
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(d) diy ic^ intended for use in food and beverage service on board the drcr^; 

(e) such goods as are required to provktechmng flight, mcdicad aid toa'pcrsbn or veterinary aidk a 

kiUi^fmranmuinal; , 

(f) sochgoodsasarereqiffledfdrdroi^giBCoitoectioowithagrkmhural, hor^cnhural, forestry orpiMion 

ccmtror activities; . - 

(g) such goods as are recpiiied to provicte, dormgfKgJit, aid in connectioA with search and rescue bperatioos; 

(h) articles and substances such as small gaseous oxygen or air cylinders required for mpHirai ose, radnismopic 

cardiac pacemakers or other devices, wheelchairs or other battery-powered mobility aids, srfety matches or 
a hgto and Bon-radioActive medtcinal m toitet articles like medicii^ ctmtamiiig alcoMs, sprays, 

perfumes and cotognes etc. in small qtiaittities as perimsiMble to be carried by passengers and crew in 
accordance with the Technical Instnicti<»is. 

p) Where the carnage ofdangerotts goods is pernnttcd under sub-rule <l)orby sub-rule ( 2 ), hshaUbetbecfaity 
of the shiH)er, of the ppecator and «rf every person concerned with padring, m^n g^ labdling, accepfnee, 
loarhng, unloa&ng, storage, tran^xmation or any other process connected directly or indirect^ with emriage of sudi 
dangerous goods, to t^e all {necaurions to avoid dan^r to aircraft or to persons therein or to any other posm or property 
and in particular to ensure: ' 

(a) that the dangeroiK goods are so packed, protected and secured as to avoid the possibility ef their being a 
source ^nger; 

(b) that the dangerous goods are carried so as not be accessible to the passengers <m the aircraft; 

(c) that the natuxe^ef the dangerous goods is plainly and con^ncaeuity BiBlEed OB the outside the padcage 
containing them; and 

(d) that all other provistoos of the Tedmical Instnictioos »id the terms and oondituMis the permission 
giaiEted by the Cential Govermnent are stricOy coiiqfoed whh. 

4. Custody of unantiimisedDjHigeroiisGocMb.—Where any .officer authorised mthisb^alfhy the Gent^ Government 
has reason to believe thm the juovtsions of this rule are, or are about fo be, contravoied, he may cmise the dangerous 
goods in question to be placed undfd* his custody peii^ng detailed exanunatipn of the nature of the goods pr pendingj a 
deciskm legaitiiBg tile Action, if any, to be taken in the matter. 

5. Packing. — (1) Dangerous goods shall be packed in accordmice with the reqatrements ^lec^d in the Techmc&l 
Instructions in addition to the provisions of this rule. 

(2) It shall be ensured that no harmful quantity of a dangerous substance adheres toti^ oi^ide of the padcagmgs 
used for the transport of the dangerous ^X)ds. 

p) Padcagings used for thetrsmspoit oi dangerous goods by air riialt beof good quality and shaUbeoonstnioled 
and securely dosed so as to prevent leakage which might be causkl in normal coiklitions of trani^xui by changes in 
temperature, humidity or presKiie, or tty vitiation, 

(4) The f^dtagings shall be smtd^for the contend and the packagings m direct ccmiaa rrith dangerous goo^ 
shall be resi^aiti to any chemical or otho^ action of such ^>ods. 

(5) Inner packa^ngs used for the trai^port of the d»igeious goods shall be-packed, seemed or cushioned in 
sudi a manner that no breakage or lesion dtall be caused afiid these ^aU ooixtrol the movemoit of the dai^eroBS 
goods within the outef packagings) during normal doiditions of air transpmt and also the cushfoniag mid absubmit 
materials shall nd react dangerouriy with the contents <^the recef^les. 

(6) No packagri^ v^ for the tranqxNrtof the dangerous goods slu^ be ie-used uides5,— 

(a) it has been inspected and found free from corrosion or other dama^; and 

(b) all necessary precautions have be^ tdeen to prevent contamination of suteequont contents: 

Provided that where it is npt possfole to [uoperly plean a packaging already used for the transport of dangerous 
goods, then such an uncieaned empty padraging shall be tran^ried Ityair following the same jnocedure as laid down for 
the transport of the dangerous goods for which such packagings has be^ used earlier. . 
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6. Labelling. - Unless otherwise provided in the Technical Instructions, each package of dangerous goods shall be 
labelled in accordance with the requirements specified in the Technical Instructions. 

7. Marking. - (1) Save as otherwise provided in the Technical Instructions, each package of dangerous goods shall 
be marked with the proper shipping name of its contents and, when a^gnM; the UN number and such other markings as 
may be specified in those Instructions. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided in the Technical Instructions, each padaging manufeetured to the specifications 
of the Technical Instructions shall be marked in accordance wiA the provisions of the T^hnical Instructions and no other 
packagings shall be so marked. 

8. Shipper’s responsibilities. - (1) Noshipperorhisagentdiallbffi^tuiy package or overpack of dangerous goods 
for transport by air unless he has ensured that such dangerous goods are not foibi^en Jar transit by air and are prqierly 
classified, packed, marked and labelled in accordance with the reqmreineiits ^iecifi^ in the Technical Instructiohs. 

(2) Unless otherwise provided in these rules, no shaper or his agent shall offer dan^rous goods for transport 

by air unless he has completed, signed and provided to the operator a dai^erous goods rtansport document, as specified 
in the Technical Instructions. j 

(3) The dangerous goods transport document shMl bear a declaration signed by the shipper iiulicating that the 
dangerous goods are fully and accurately described by their proper shipping names and that they are classified, packed, 
marked, labelled and in proper condition for transport by air as per requirements of the Teclmical instructions. 

9. Operator’s Responsibilities. - (1) No operator shall accept dangerous goods for transport by air unless, — 

(a) the dangerous goods are accompanied by a complied daiigerous goods transport dociunent, except where 
the Technical Instructions specify that such a document is no^ required; and - 

(b) the package, overpack or freight container contmning the daiigerous goods has been inspect^ in accordance 
with the acceptance procedures specified in the Technical Instructions. 

(2) The operator shall ensure that an acceptance check>list as required by the Technical Ins^ctions has been 
developed and is being used by his acceptance staff. 

(3) Packages and overpacks containing dangerous goods and freight containers, containing radioactive materials 
shall be inspected for evidence of leakage or damage before lo^Ui^ on an mrr^aft or into a mut load device and such 
packages, overpacks or freight containers shall be loaded ahdf'stowed oh ah aircraft in accordance with the requirements 
specified in the Technical Instructions. 

(4) The operator shall ensure that no leaking or damag ed packages, overpacks or fieight containers containing 

dangerous goods shall be loaded on an aircraft. < . 

(5) A unit load device shall not be loaded aboard an aircraft unless the device has been inspected and found free 
from any evidence of leakage from, or damage to, ai^ dangerous goods contained therein. 

(6) Where any package of dangerous goods loaded bn an aircraft appears to be damaged or leaking, the operator 
shall remove such package from the aircraft, or arrrange for its removal by an appropriate authority or organisation, as tlie 
case may be, and thereafter shall ensure that the remainder of the consignment is in aproper condition for transport by air 
and that no other package has been contaminated. 

(7) Packages or oveipacks containing dangerous goods and freight containers containmg radioactive materials 
shall be inspected for signs of damage or leakage iqwn unloadUng from the aircraft or unit load device and if evidence of 
damage or leakage is found, the area where the daiigerous gobdsor unit load device were stowed on the aircraft shi^l be 
inspected for damage or contamination. 

No dangerous goods shall be carried in an aircraft c^rin occupied by passengers or on the flight deck of an 
aircraft, except those specified in sub-rule (2) of rule 3. 

(9) Any hazardous contamination found on an aircraft as a result of leakage or damage to dangerous goods shall 
be removed without delay. 

(10) An aircraft which has been contaminated by radioactive mat^ials shall immediately be takenout of service 
and not returned to ser\ ice until the radiation level at any acc^sible surfece arid the non-fixed contamination are not more 
than the values specified in the Technical Instructions. 
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(11) Packages containing dangerous goods which might react dangerously with one another shall not be stowed 
on an aircraft next to each other or in a position that would allow interaction between them in the event of leakage. 

(12) Packages of toxic and infectious substances shall be stowed on an aircraft in acctndance with the requirements 
specified in the Technical Instructions. 

(13) Packages of radioactive matmals shall be stowed on an aircraft so that Uiey are sepmated ftcrni persons; live 

animals and undeveloped film, in accordance with the requireinents specified in the Te^nKal Ir&teuctidns. ' 

(14) Subject to the provi^ons of these rules, when dangerous goods ^ loaded in an aircraft, the operator shall 
protect the dangerous goods from being damaged, and shall secure such goods in the aircraft in such a manner that will 
prevent any movement -in-flight which would change the orientation of the packages. For packages containing radioactive 
materials, the securing shall be adequate to ensure that the separation requirements of sub-rule (13) are met at all times. 

(15) Except as otherwise provided in the 'Ibchnical Instructions, packages of dangerous goods bearing the 
“Cargo aircraft only’' label shall be loaded in such a manner that a crew member or other authori^ person can see, hmidle 
and, where size and weight permit, separate such packages ftom odter cargo in flight. 

10. Proviskm of Information.—> (1) The operator of the aircraft in which dangerous goods are tt> be carriecUhali 
provide information in writing to the pilot-in-command as early as practicable before departure of the aircraft as required by 
the Teclyiical Instructions. 

(2) The operator shall provide sudi information in the (!)|)erations Manual so as to enable the flight crewmember, 
to carry out their responsibilities uith regard to the transport of d;^erous goods and sh^l also provide instructions as to 
the action to be taken in the ev^ of emergencies arising involving dangerous goods. 

0) Opo^rsshallensurethatirifortnationispromuli^edinsuchamannerthatp^seagersazewaniedastothe 
types of goods whi^'they are forbidden from transoorting a board an aircraft as provided in the Technical Instructions. - 

(4) Operators, shippers or other organisations involved in the transport of dmigefout goods bfmr shall provide ^ 
such information to their persotmel so as to enable them to cany out their responsibilities with regard fo the transport of 
dangerous goods and shall also provide institKftions as to the hctibn to be t^eh in the ^nt of emergencies arising 
involving dangerous goods. 

(5) If an in-flight emergency occurs, the pilot-in-command shall, as soon as the situation permits, inform the 
appropriate afr traffic services unit, for the information of aerodrome authorities, of any dangerous goods on board the 
aircn^ as provided in the Technical Instructions. 

(6) In the event of an aircraft accident, the operate df an aircraft carrying dangerous goods as cargo shall 
provide information, without delay, to emergency perscmnel responding to the accident about the dangerous goods on 
board, as shown on the written information to the pilot-in-command. 

(!) fo the event of«i aircraft mciderit, the q)erator <tfan aircraft canyingdmigeroas goods as oairgifghatt,‘tqxm 
request, provide information, witlmd deUqv to emergency personnel re^ndng to ^ indd^ about tiiedan^sous^ 
go^ onboard, as shown on the written information to the pilot<4n-cominand. 

11. Re^rt of dangerous goods accidents and incidents.— In the event of a dangoous goods accidentor dangerous 
goods incid^ as the case may be, the pilot-in-command of the airtsaft and the op^atOT'Oftheaiiciaift or of the aerodrome, 
as the case maybe, shall submit a report in writing to the Direc^r-General on such dangerous goods accident or dangerous 
goods incident in such form as he may q}ecify from time to tiriie.
